SUBJECT: Quotation from Senator Goldwater by US Defectors 


Mitchell and Martin went on leave on June 24. The text of 
the statement left in the Laurel bank (as released by Moscow) was 
dated June 22. In this document there is no mention of Senator 
Goldwater nor any quotation from his pre -convention speech. 

On September 6, Mitchell and Martin held a press conference 
in Moscow. The text of the statement they released then (as given 
by the FBIS and the New York Times on September 7, page 10) 
has the following paragraph: 


ILLEGIB 


"Senator Barry Goldwater, Chairman of the Republican 
Senatorial Campaign Committee, made a speech in Chicago on the 
eve of the Republican National Convention in which he said, 

'We must not agree to a further ban on nuclear testing, nor 
disarmament in the near future.* In this same speech he also ^aid 
‘To our undying national shame, there are among us those who 
- - > would prefer to crawl on their bellies to Moscow rather than to 
face the possibility of an atomic war.'" 

Senator Goldwater' s statement was made before the 
Republican Platform Committee at the Sheraton-Blackstone Hotel 
in Chicago on July 19. Extracts of this speech appeared in the 
Chicago Daily Tribune, July 20, page 2 (photo copy attached). 

The complete text as released to the press on 19 July is also 
attached. Both of these accounts contain the "crnwl on their 
bellies" passage, but neither mentions the Senator's remark on 
nuclear testing and disarmament. I have been unable to find th * 
source of the latter statement, though Mitchell and Martin claim 
it was in the same speech. 


Probably the Tribune drew its account from the official 
press release. Senator Goldwater 's office told the librarian at 
USIA that the talk was made from notes. Presumably the text 
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was prepared from stenotype and may have been edited. 

In any case , I do not know if the Senator made the statement 
on testing and disarmament, or if he did, how Mitchell and Martin 
obtained it.
